“All of President Wilson’s 
decla­ 
rations on the subject of labor be­ 
fore he came to the presidency have 
been most vigorous in opposing all 
organized labor. 
“Only 162 labor laws have been 
enacted in New York -inee its or­

1777. 
One-third 
of 
these were enacted and signed dur­ 
ing the term of Governor 
Hughes,

and labor 
publications.

No on e is su ffered to do more than the av erag e wo rk­ 
man can do; in some trades an d han dicrafts n o on e is su ffered to do more 
than the least 
skillfu l of his fellows can do within the hou rs allotted to a day ’s labor, and no o ne may wo rk 
ou t of hou rs at all or v olu n teer an y thin g bey on d the min imu m. 
“ I n eed n ot poin t ou t how econ omically disastrou s su ch a reg u lation of labor is. 
It is so 
u n profitable to the employ er that in some trades it will presen tly n ot be worth his while to 
attempt an y thin g at all. 
He had better stop altog ether than operate at an in ev itable an d in ­ 
v ariable loss. The labor of America is rapidly becomin g u n profitable u n der its presen t reg u ­ 
lation by those who hav e determin ed to redu ce it to a min imu m.

Washington, Oct. 25.—The Repub­ 
lican Publicity association, through 
its president, Jonathan Bourne, Jr., 
today gave out the following state­ 
ment at its Washington Headquar­ 
ters: 
“An increase of $730*000,000 
in 
imports, in 30 months, 
and a de­ 
crease of $203,000,000 in customs 
revenues, with 
the 
cost 
of living 
making monthly aviations for high 
record, is the 
story of the Wilson- 
Underwood tariff law, considered by 
ten months periods since its enact­ 
ment, and compared with similar 
periods under the Republican tariff 
law which it superseded. 
“October 3, 1913, found industrial 
America strapped to the operating 
table, Dr. Woodrow Wilson on the 
job, and a clinic of southern tariff 
wreckers witnessing the operation. 
The veins of the patient were opened 
at 9:10 p. m. with a gold pen 
and 
business was a sick man until Au­ 
gust first of the following year when 
the rush of war orders from blood- 
crazed Europe put new life into Am­ 
erican industries. *1 chose 9 o’clock,’ 
explained Dr. Wilson, 
‘on the ad­ 
vice of the Attorney General in order 
that the bill might 
be signed after 
business tranactions everywhere’ in­ 
cluding San Francisco, had closed 
for the day.’ Yet the paragraph im­ 
mediately over 
the 
place reserved 
for 
Woodrow" Wilson’s 
signature 
read: ‘That, unless otherwise herein 
especially provided, 
this act shall 
take effect the day following its pas­ 
sage. Said Chairman Underwood on 
this occasion: ‘I am absolutely con­ 
fident that this law will reduce the 
cost of living in the United S.tates, 
that it will not disturb business, that 
it will increase our foreign 
trade, 
and that it will provide ample 
re­ 
venue for the Government.’ 
“In volume, during the first 
ten 
months free operation of this law 
our foreign trade Tell off but $57,- 
000,000, but the important thing to 
consider is that 
exports decreased 
$159,000,000, and imports increased 
$102,000,000’ while customs 
reven­ 
ues fell off $311,000,000, 
compared 
with similar period 
under the Re­ 
publican tariff law, October, 
1912, 
to July, 1913. 
Selecting this 
ten 
monthis period from the last three 
years of the Republican tariff law 
and it shows that for the 30 months 
we imported $4,209,000,000 worth of 
goods, which paid a duty of $779,- 
000,000’ 
while 
for 
a similar 30 
months under the 
Democratic 
law 
for the past three years we import­ 
ed $4,938,000,000 
worth of goods, 
which yielded a duty of $576,000,- 
000. 
The average rate of duty un­ 
der the Republican 
law 
was 18.5 
per cent, under the present law 11.6 
per cent, for the three years.

Woodrow Wilson Says: "The American Laborer is An Unprofitable Servant" 


Extract from Baccalaureate 


Address of President Woodrow 
Wilson before the graduating 
class of Princeton University 
in 19O9. 


"You know what the usual standard of the emploj'ee is in our day. 
It is to give as little 


as he may for his wages. Labor is standardized by the trades-unions, and this is the Stand- 
ard to which it is made to conform. No one is suffered to do more than the average work- 
man can do; in some trades and "handicrafts no one is suffered to do more than the least 
skillful of his fellows can do within the hours allotted to a day's labor, and no one may work 
out of hours at all or volunteer anything beyond the minimum. 


"I need not point out how economically disastrous such a regulation of labor is. It is so 


unprofitable to the employer that in some trades it will presently not be worth his while to 
attempt anything at all. 
He had better stop altogether than operate at an inevitable and in- 


variable loss. The labor of America is rapidly becoming unprofitable under its present regu- 
lation by those who Have determined to reduce it to a minimum. 


"Our economic supremacy.may be lost because the country grows more and more full 


of unprofitable servants."—WOODROW WILSON. 


Woodrow Wilson's Erroneous Presentation of the Adamson Labor Law 


The Adamson Labor Law, 
Passed September, 
1916. 


President Wilson says he approves of an 8-hour law. 
If this is his belief, then for 


heaven's sake why didn't he pass such a law, because, although he and the Democratic 
Party call the Adamson Law an 8-hour, law, it is not an 8-hour law at all and has absolutely 
nothing to do with hours of work.

Many a good cook admits herself 


failure when it comes to making an 
omelet. 
This simple dish is eicefett- 


ingly difficult to make successfully, 
and unless one knows just how to 
proceed the omelet, instead of .-being: 
light and fluffy, will lie flat, heavy 
and unappetizing. 


To make an omelet you must keep 


the pan for 
this purpose only. Do 


not wash it, but clean it out well 
with paper after use. 
If you., need 


to make 
omelets 
of varying size 


keep a small and a large pan. , It is 
more difficult to make a small omelet 
nicely in a large 
than in a.small 


pan. 


Have a fairly, hot fire ready, melt 


some fat in the pan, just enough to 
grease it all over and no more, and 
make certain 
that the pan is hot. 


Break the eggs one by one into a cup 
to be sure they are fresh; then place 
in a bowl and whip well. The mixing 
must be thorough or the white will 
set in streaks and not mingle 
with 


the yolk as it should do.-The whites 
should not be beaten separately, as 
is the custom of many cooks. This 
is only needed when making an ome- 
let souffle. 


Add salt and pepper, and if liked 


a little chopped parsley, and should 
a taste of onion be liked a half tea- 
spoonful (to two eggs)
